PARIS,-Deo, ia.(UR>— Miiitary-ob-- 
servero believed today thst the Oer<^ 
man offensive and Belgium add 
Luxembourg cstighl the^ allies oft 
balance to a greater extant than any 
development since the Ude'orwar 
turned at Stalingrad two yean agOk 

It would be difficult snd possibly 
undeelrable to delineate the allies' 
failure at the greient atoge Ct the 
offensive, but the progress of the 
Oermans makes It obvious that 
they Beared an outstanding surprise, 

Ttie finger of blame seems to patot 
to allied military Intelligence, which 
critics already were saying terribly 
underestimated the atrength Of the 
enemy's mobile reserves. 

Intelligence would appear to have 
neglected completely— or was Ignor- 
ant of — an enemy concentration of 
no leas tlian IS divisions In the Elfet 
mountains east ot B^tum and 
Luxembourg. ^ 

Similarly,, cither air reconnais- 
sance over the £lfel mountains was 
neglected or lis reports disregarded 
by tbe allied high command In be- 
lief that a Oermsn attack In its 
present strcnglh wsa Impoulble, ob- 
servers theorlicd. 

The . only alternative explanation 
for the thinness with which Ihe W- 
mlle- line between Monsdiau and 
Echtemach vros held would appear 
to be . that the high command, 
though aware ot the concentration, 
undereatUnated Oerman audacity In 
attacking despite commitments else- 
where along the front.

When this is done the civil aeronautics 
authority should have collected Invalable 

' data to serve as a guide for other communi- 
ties which ore Including alrparfca in their 
postwar development programa. 

Airpark, Incidentally, lo a term chosen by 
the personal aircraft council of the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce to designate 
landing ficldj for private aircraft, as opposed 
to airport, a station for scheduled commer- 
cial craft. 

Most small cities will not want airports, 
which would be as Impractical as building an 
elaborate bus terminal for a parking lot. But 
even a few private flyera would make an 
adequate. Inexpensive airpark desirable. 

It Is In the private field that authorities 
sec the future of flying. Moot postwar discus- 
sion thus far has been concerned with the 
International tangle of future commercial 
routes and regulations. But the commercial 
field has limited expansion posslbllltlos. It 
Is estimated that 12 40-pasaenger airliners 
will carry as many passengers across the At- 
lantic In a year as a fihlp the size of the 
Queen Mary in the same time. 

As for private flying, the CAA and the 
aviation Industry reoson thus: At the war's 
end there will be 3&0.000 military-trained 
— pllota..J5 .l).000 civilian p ilots and students, 
and some 2,SM.Ol)0 men tr^eduy tlw-armcd- 
forces In various branches of aviation. About 
2,000,000 persons have had war Jobs In avia- 
tion factories, and 250,000 high school stu- 
dents win be taking aeronautical courses. 

These add up to more than 5,000.000 po- 

■ tcntlal flyers. They won't all fly, of course. 
The fliwcr-prlced plane Isn't Just around the 
corner, and neither Is the helicopter. 

Private aircraft, as bare of accessories as 
the old Model T, will probably cost around 
S2,CC0. But even if only one of every four 
prospects actually becomes a flyer, a tre- 
mendous market will be opened.

HIGHWAYS AND POLITICS 

The Idaho State Planning board's resolu- 
tion urging the 1045 legislature to provide for 
a three-man commission to admli)lstcr the 
state department of public works Is a recom- 
mendation deserving the enthusiastic sup- 
port ot everyone In Idaho. 

Idaho has been seriously handicapped In 
the construction and maintenance of Its high- 
ways because the public works department la 
Influenced too much by politics. 

Because ot the number of employes. It is the 
one department thot affords newly-electcd 
administrations the greatest opportunity to 
pay off poUtlcol debts. 

With each change of sovemment, It has 
been customary for a shake-up in the person- 
nel of the department to follow. For tHir 
reason, efficient, long term highway plan- 
ning Is out of the question. 
; About the time those In charge of the de- 
partment become familiar with the state's 
road needs, they are replaced l with newcom- 
ers appointed by an Incoming state adminis- 
tration. 

Over the country-It Is generally recognized 
that the commission method of highway- ed-

OUR PRISON CAMP OESTAPO 
I recent news-letter of Ihe Aiutm- American 



Tribune. New York, confirmation Is given to the per- 
slitent report that Oerman prlioners In American 
camps are atlll being Indoctxlnaied with the nail 
teachings and terrorized by gcstapo threats. This la 
no secret, ot course, to American military authorities, 
but. Insofar is we have heard, nothing of a remedial 
nature has been attempted. In a Oerman newspaper 
ot recent haue, there appeared the following account 
ot nitl arganlzatlons In American pclaon camps, as 
told by a Oerman officer who was exchanged because 
of his injuries and repatriated to Oermany: 

"The captured Oerman. loldien are behaving mar- 
velotuly. Since the officers are kepi separate from the 
ranks, ilia German acrgeants have proved themselves 
as the true leaders ol their comrades In the prison 
camps. Even though they have onbr the lying reports 
ot lha enemy (o go on. they explain the poUUcat and 
mlUtar; altuaUon to their comredea every day. Their 
sound national soclallsl . poUUcal Instinct enables 
them to recognlie at once every lie of the enemy.* 

This itatemint of what la going on under our nosei 
suggests lU own solution ot the problem, tor, qult« 
as the report slatca, U is the German non-commls- 
aloned offlcen wbo aie trained nail' propagandltts. 
They were chosen not alone for military merit but lor 
political conviction m well, and In prison camps they 
pre*er\'e the authority and terror of the gestapa It It 
a tact wtileh repeatedly has been published. How 
simple a thing It would be lo segregato these fanatical 
-HlUarllea In a prison comp of their own, where dog 
might cat dog^ II they chose to. Are wc neilectlng 
a field ot Instruction, in the prison camps, that chal- 
lenge* us to our best endeavonT Some day then 
prlionin at war are all going home— and what they 
believe at that Ume will not be unimportant to ui.— 
Portland Oregonlan.

Naturally 
wa trant lo know what tort of con- 
atltutlona he docs like, tor which 
Intonnatlon we turn to my little 
Ubraiy ol constitutions some ot 
which Inddantally, are very hard 
to get. even It a fellov happens to 
be a member. For example, I was 
talking the other day to a poor 
working stiff, a common man as 
Henry Wallace, a very uncommon 
man himself, would call the guy, 
who had Jutt had his can Idcked 
oft by the president at hla local 
for protesting against a speed-up 
arranged by the mob In command. 
When I read hla union book nnd 
saw tome mention of tick benefits 
and a burial fund I asked "what 
are these sick and burial funds?"

In the same ' eoniUtutlon It la 
written that the hundred of thou- 
sands of memt>ers must buy Uta 
Insurance under a group policy 
negotiated by the son ot the unlon'a 
president, now Efmerltui, who geta a 
commlaalon on every dollar of the 
premiums. If they don't keep up 
their Insurance payments ao that 
the old man's aon can collect hU 
share, they can't work, even In the 
Kaiser shipyards, no mailer how 
desperate the labor shortage.

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ELDON'S AIRPARK 

To the planners of America's postwar avla- 
llon one of the most Important towns In the 
country Is Eldon. Mo. (pop. 2,590). For Eldon 
1% the site of what might be called the pilot 
plant or our future airparks. 

The municipally flnanceil Eldon airpark Is 
i '.due to be completed In June, During Its con- 
atructlon detailed records are being kept of 
every stcp—pJanning. site selection, properly 
acquisition, development and flnanclne. ac- 
tual construction costs, management ar- 
rangomenta, operating procedure and main- 
tenance costa, togother with a compIeU rec- 
ord of all revenue. 

Whoa this la done the civil aeronaullca 
authority ahould have collected invalable 
data to servo as a gtilde for other communi- 
ties which are including airparks in their 
postwar development programs. 

Airpark. Incidentally, is a term choatm by 
the personal aircraft council ol the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce to designate 
landing fields for private aircraft, as opposed 
to airport, a atatlon for scheduled commer- 
cial craft. 

Most small cities will not want airports, 
which would be as impractical as building an 
elaborate bus terminal for a parking lot. But 
even a few private tlyors would make an 
adequate. Inexpensive airpark desirable. 

It Is In the private field that authorities 
see the future of flying. Most postwar discus- 
sion thus far has been concerned with the 
International tangle of future commercial 
routes and regulations. But the commercial 
Held has limited expansion possibilities. It 
Is estimated that 12 40-pauGnger airliners 
win carry as many passengers across the At- 
lantic In a year as a fihlp the size of the 
Queen Mary In the aame time. 

As for private flying, the CAA and the 
aviation Industry reason thus: At the war's 
end there will be 3SO,000 military-trained 
pilots, 150,000 civilian pilots and students, 
— and somo-3,600,000-mon-tralned-by the armed 
forces in various branches of aviation. About 
3,000,000 persons have had war Jobs In avia- 
tion factories, and 2GO.OO0 high school stu- 
dents will bo taking aeronautical courses. 

These add up to more than S.O00.0DD po- 
tential flyers. They won't all fly. of course. 
The fUwcr-prlced plane Isn't Just around the 
corner, and neither Is the helicopter. 

Private aircraft, as bare of accessories as' 
the old Model T, will probably cost around 
S2,O0Q. But even If only one of every four 
prospects actually becomes a flyer, a tre- 
mendous market will be opened. 

The automobile In 30 years created millions 
of Jobs and greatly expanded our whole econ- 
omy, But It had to wait a decade before con- 
struction of good highways permitted that 
expansion. 

If aviation Is going to have a comparable 
healthful economic effect in the critical years 
Just ahead. It cannot watt that long for ade- 
quate landing fields, the counterpart ot good 
roads. 

This is why construction ot the Eldon air- 
park Is of national Importance, and a step In 
the right direction.

OUR PRISON CAMP OESTAFO 
In a recent news-letter of the Auitro- American 
Tribune. New York, conllrmallon Is given to the per- 
sistent .report that Oerman prisoners In American 
camps are still being Indoctrinated with the nail 
teachings and terrorized by gestapo threats. This is 
no secret, of course, to American mllilary authorities, 
but. Insofar as we have heard, nothing of a remedial 
nature has been attempltd. In a German newapaper 
ot recent Issue, there appearsd the following account 
ol nail organlzntlons in American prtjon cnmps. as 
told by a aermun officer who was exchaiuied because 
ol his injuries and repatriated to Oerminy: 

'The captured Oerman soldlen are behaving mar- 
velouily. Since the of tlcen are kept separate from th« 
ranks, the OemiBn sergeants have prored themselves 
as the true leaders of their comrades In the prison 
camps. Even though they have only the lying reports 
of the enemy to go on, they explain the political and 
military situation to their comrades every day. Their 
soimd national soclaUst political Instinct enables 
tbem lo recosnlie at onc« every lie of the enemy." 

This itatemtnt of what is going on under our noses 
EUgsests lu own solution ot the problem, for. quite 
as the report Btates, It Is the OemUn non-commls- 
aloned officers who art trained nail propagancUsts. 
lUey were chosen not alone formlUtsrr merit but for 
political con*lctlon as well, and In prison campa they 
preserve the authority and terror ol the gestapo. It Is 
« toct'whlcli repeatedly bos been publlitied. How 
■tmple a thing It would be to segrtgtte Uiese fanatical 
-HiUerltcs In prison- camp .oI-lbtir-ou-n_wherB-<los. 
might eat doe. It they chose to. Are we neglecting 
a field of Instruction, in the prison campi, that chal- 
lenge tu to our best endesvonT Borne day t^iete 
prisoners of war aro alt going, home— and what they 
believe mt thst time will not be unimportant to us^ 
Portland OregonUn.
